HIGH SCHOOL PUPIL

The following is an essay written 
by Cecelia Fenton of Grade X., We- 
taskiwin High School, on the subject, 
“Silas Mariner": 


This book owes its great charm 
and interest to the fact that it is 
written with a keen insight into hu- 
man lives. It ‘is not a story to be 
applied only to the period of its own 
time, but every incident and charac- 
ter seems so real that they bring to 
mind happenings of our own day and 
people who bear the same traits and 
faults. The joys and sorrows of Silas 
Mariner, the weaver, his disappoint- 
ments and trials, enlist all our sym- 
pathy and one almost feels himself in 
Silas’ place experiencing every epis- 
ode and happening of his life. The 
story holds our interest as it tells of 
the hardships of Silas Mariner, a 
poor linen weaver whose humility and 
lack of self confidence led him estray 
far from the love of his fellow men 
and God, After many years his mind 
and even his soul shrunk so narrow 
that the world was barren and devoid 
of any happiness and he had almost 
ceased being a man, Then a_ little 
child came to him, and linking her 
bright little life with his led him forth 
into the sunshine of love and faith 
again, 

George Elliott has shown her gen- 
ius in writing of these simple village 
folk as they really were. The exquis- 
ite plot of the story is woven about 
by strains of quaint humor and trag- 
edy which helps to make a perfect 
setting for the ever truthful) moral 
without trust in God and the 
companionship of fellow creatures 
lite is empty and meaningless. Silas 
Mariner was a young man who lived 
in the little out of the way village 
known ag Lantern Yard, Here he 
was thought a great deal of by his 
neighbors as he was known to attend 
church regularly and abide by the law 
of the community. Moreover a strange 
interest was centered about him ever 
since the village people knew he was 
subject to strange fits. Silas had one 
close friend, William Dane, whom he 
fairly worshipped. This was one of 
Silas’ greatest faults; he adored -peo- 
ple too completely for his own good. 
The happenings of his later life show- 
ed how God tried ta give him the op- 
portunity to rid himself of his  fail- 
ings. William) Dane, unlike his hum- 
ble friend, was independent and: boast- 
ful.

and Vaile bill, which limits future im- 
migration of any national or racial 
group in any one year to ten per cent 


of the American born children, plus}. 


the naturalized, of: that group and 
specifies that it shall not be more 
than one-fifth of the total population 
of the country; and the total immigra- 
tion of all races and nations in any one 
year shall no exceed three-fourths of 
one per cent of the total population of 
the United States. The bill provides 
also for continuous adjustment of the 
volume of immigration to changing 
economic and industrial conditions in 
America, examination of immigrants 
before they sail, proper distribution 
of immigration, and higher standards 
for naturalization, Only last month 
the U.S. census bureau issued a state- 
ment showing that of the total white 
population of New York state, 21 years 
old and over, 39.7 per cent were immi- 
grants, and 18.1 per cent were natural- 
ized Jmmigrants. It is clear that such 
a percentage of foreign born adults is 
not a desirable thing, and the United 
States is wise in seeking to prevent 
an, unlinited flood of immigration, 
which could only prove disastrous to 
national ideals, \ 


Some states have inaugurated a 


‘Bird Day in order to emphasize’ the 


value of bird life to a community.’ We 
have, however, already so many ‘days’ 
of different kinds, and so many others 
clamoring for recognition that some of 
us feel that the matter has been a 
little overdone. But without setting 
apart any special day it does seem a 
fitting thing that both the church and 
the school should do something ~ to 
emphasize the value of the gift which 
God gave the world when’ He gave'us 
the birds. There was a time when a 
bird was simply a thing: to be shot at, 
Dut now even the dullest of us is 
beginning to realize that the birds are 
our friends, and most valuable and pro- 
fitable friends. Long before we recog- 
nized their value as an economic as- 
set, we welcomed their cheery song 
and their beautiful coloring, and now 


"we have come to recognize that they 


are on¢ of our chief allies in the 
continual war against insect pests and 
other foes of the husbandman, Even 
the quail, which for many years, many 
regarded merely as an article of diet, 
is really too valuable a consumer of 
weed seeds to te shot. while most 
even of the cwls and the hawks sare 
now labelled “useful” even :f not quite 
harmless. It is true that the cowbird 
and the English sparrow. seem to have 
need.of justifying their existence, but 
even a “war of extermination” has .so 
far failed utterly to get rid of them. 
But apart wholly from their economic 
value we think our birds »rovide us 
with a distinct mental and even spir- 
jtual uplift. There are few of us so 
prosaic as not to thrill at the cheery 
chirp of the spring robin, and the 
bright flash of the bluebird’s wings in 
the early spring. They make — lif2 
better worth living. They add an ele- 
ment of interest to it that affects both 
young and old, and the home that can 
entice them to nest near it will have 
continual reason to say “Thank God 
for our (and His) birds!”—Guardian. 


Alberta Telephone System 


Nearly 1,000 cities, towns and ham- 
Jets are linked up by the Alberta 
government telephone system, it is 
shown in the annual report of the de- 
partment submitted by Hon. V, W. 
Smith, minister of railways and _ tele- 
phones, . The total assets of the sys- 
tem are shown ag $23,000,000. The 
total gross earnings of the year were 
$2,406,183, and the sum of $1,558,025 
spent in operation and maintenance, 
leaving a surplus of $848,157, to which 
are added sundry net earnings of $411- 
499, making a total of $1,259,656. Af- 
ter deduction of sinking fund, inter- 
est, commission and contingencies 
the net revenue is given as $286,627. 
The rural revenue was $452,006, the 
exchange revenue $977,962. Through- 
out the province there are 54 farmers’ 
companies operating in conjunction 
swith the system.

FIRST C.P.R. FARM 
SOLD IN WEST 


Forty-one years ago last September 
the Canadian Pacific Railway — sold 
its first farm land in western Canada, 
The sale was made by W. D. Scott, 
now. assistant deputy minisfer of the 
department of immigration and colon- 
ization of the Canadian government, 
who was then an employe in the C.P. 
land office at Winnipeg. The pur. 
chaser was the late Charles White- 
head, father of the present editor of 
the Daily Sun’ of Brandon, 

The land ‘comprised a section five 
mileg south of Brandon, In the re- 
cords of the railway it is listed as 
“Section 3-10-19 WL” and the price 
paid for it was $2.50 an acre, subject 
to a rebate of $1.25 an acre for the 
area brought under cultivation within 
three years, 

Forty years ago Manitoba had 62,- 
260 inhabitants as compared = with 
613,008 now, Winnipeg had a popu- 
lation of 7,897. Brandon Was a group 
of cabins. Calgary and Edmonton 
were Hudson's Bay Company trading 
posts. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
had reached ag far west as Portage la 
Prairie. A line through to the coast 
was beginning to be talked of. There 
was only a handful of pioneers settled 
on the prairies between Winnipeg 
and the Rocky Mountains. Only the 
most daring adventurers crossed the 
mountains. British Columbia wag 
reached by ship around Cape Horn, 

Where the buffalo roamed are to- 
day farms and cities, Roaring along 
the highways where once the ox cart 
creaked are freight traing with thous- 
and ton cargoes of wheat and mer- 
chandise. Schools and churches are 
in walking distance of every farm 
house. Telephones link all homes 
even in the remotest corners of the 
provinces: 

Last year Canada ranked as the 
third largest wheat grower in the 
world with a crop of 294,388,000 bus- 
hels, 90 per cent of which fs grown 
in the three prairie provinces. It is 
the fifth largest producer of barley 
with 63,311,000 bushels of which the 
prairies yielded 65 per cent. There 
are 6,998,317 farm animals on the 
prairies, of which 881,899 are milk 
cows and dairying is second only in 
importance to grain growing. 


In Haunts of Men For _ 
First Time in 38 Years 


Winnipeg, April 24—For the first 
time in thirty-eight years, Rey. Father 
Beaudet, Roman Catholic priest, is 
enjoying his first trip to civilization. 
Father Beaudet passed through Win- 
nipeg on Friday to Montreal, from 
where he will sail on the Empress of 
Scotland for France to spend the sum- 
mer months with relatives, 

He left France in 1884 and went to 
Fort Providence, in the northwest 
territories, where he has’ been ever 
since. He made the trip from Mon- 
treal to Brandon, on the Canadian 
Pacific, and from there travelled by 
foot and ox cart to Fort Providence, 
where he has been doing missionary 
work among the Indians. Father 
Beaudet speaks very little English, 
but talks the Indian dialects very 
fluently. In order to reach the near- 
est station on the E.D, and B.C. rail- 
way, Father Beaudet was obliged to 
travel over 400 miles, mostly on foot.

THE PROPOSED 
NEW U.S. TARIFF 


The U.S. Congress is likely to pass 
this year the stiffest permanent high 
tariff bill the United States has ever 
enjoyed(?) It is expected to raise 
from 300 to 360 millions of revenue 
annually while the Underwood law of 
the Wilson administration raised 200 
to 300 millions. The Senate finance 
committee reported their proposed 
bill to the senate on April 11. 

Taking the agricultural rates ag il- 
lustration and the item of wheat un- 
der that heading as a specific example 
a fair cross-cut view of the bill is 
afforded, Wheat under the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law and under the Povd- 
ney Dill passed by the house was made 
dutiable at the rate of 25 cents per 
bushel, Under the emergency tariff 
law passed by Congress a year ago 
the duty was fixed at 35 cents a bus- 
hel. In the senate bill now offered 
the duty is fixed as 30 cents. This 
principle is generally followed in the 
proposed senate Dill throughout. 

Aside from the fact that the senate 
bill assesses duties on the basis of 
foreign instead of American valuation 
as proposed by the house, thereby 
necessitating fatinany instances a 
considerable increase in ad valorem 
and specific rates over the house rate, 
nevertheless it hag also gnerally in- 
creased the rates in all schedules. 
The uniformity with which this step 
has been taken, beginning with ag- 
ricultural products and ending with 
finished manufactured products based 
on raw materials, many of which are 
now taxed for the first time, indicates 
a consistent application of the highest 
possible duties all along the line. 

Compensatory duties on practically 
all forms of manufactured products 
is another strong feature of the Sen- 
ate measure. When based on the {n- 
itial fact that many raw materials are 
now taxed by the senate bill which 
have not borne a duty heretofore and 
that the manufactured products based 
on such materials as have been taxed 
are increased, in many instances, to 
the Payne-Aldrich rates or higher, it 
follows logically that the average ad 
valorem and specific rates of the sen- 
ate bill are higher than ever before 
written in a permanent tariff law.

DENSE CLOUD OF WET 
GAS IS OVER DERRICK 


Wainwright, April 25—Wainwright 
is seething with excitement over a 
strike reported at the Imperial Oil 
Company's well at Fabyan, 7 miles 
west of Wainwright. The strike was 
made at five o'clock on Thursday mor- 
ning and it is believed that a heavy 
flow of wet gas has been encountered. 

The utmost secrecy is being main- 
tained and officials of the company 
absolutely deny to make any state- 
ment, The strike, however, was wit- 
nessed by several people living in the 
neighborhood and these eye witnesses 
state that a dense cloud suddenly shot 
up oyer the top of the derrick. The 
bottom of the derrick was blown into 
the air and for a time nothing could 
be seen but a cloud of dirt, rock and 
gas flying through the air. It is re- 
ported that later in the morning the 
crew succeeded in continuing drilling. 

That some kind of a strike has been 
made is evident from the fact that the 
government road which runs close to 
the well has been closed on both sides 
of the coulee so that traffic will not 
be endangered.

PROVINCIAL ROAD 
ENGINEERS HAVE 
BEEN SENT OUT 


The ten engineers in charge of the 
provincial government’s program of 
road work for the coming season have 
been sent out and are now in the field, 
ready to begin active operations as 
goon as weather and soil conditions 
will permit. Under the new system 
adopted by the department this year 
there will be no more road foremen, 
and an entirely new code of instruc- 
tions for the engineers and inspectors 
has been drawn up for application in 
the ten districts into which the prov- 
ince has been divided for road work 
purposes, The location of these dis- 
triets and list of engineers is as fol- 
lows: 

1.—The extreme southeast corner of 
the province, south of the Red Deer 
river and east of a line running 
through Legend, Grassy Lake, Brooks 
and Duchess. George McMillian will 
be the resident engineer, with head- 
quarters at Medicine Hat. 

2,—The extreme southwest corner 
of the province, lying south of an east- 
and west line through Nanton, Car- 
mangay and Enchant.

No. 2, bounded on the east by the Red 
Deer riverjand on the north by a line 
running through Olds, Headquarters 
for this district will be at Calgary, 
with Malcolm Calder, inspector of 
highways, in charge.

4.—South of a line running along the 
[Battle River and the Neutral Hills

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-' |STRATHCONA MEMBER]: 


TAKES PART IN HOUSE 
DEBATE 


In a discussion on agricultural ex- 
hib{tions in the federal house on 
Thursday last, Mr, Warner, member 
for’ Strathcona, spoke as follows: 

“I want to correct the statement of 
my hon. friend frou Saltcoats (Mr. 
Sales) in regard to exhibitions, I 
have been a director of the Edmonton 
exhibition for something more than 
twenty years, and I have yet to learn 
that the grants from the Dominion 
treasury go to paying for flying ma- 
chineg and midways. We have not 
been in the habit of spending our 
money in that way; it has been put in- 
to the prize list and has gone directly 
into the farmers’ pockets. 1 am in ac- 
cord with a great deal of what my hon. 
friend has said regarding the condi- 
tion of farmers, but I do not believe 
we will improve -their condition very 
much by cutting off these grants. 
The midway promoters have to pay 
a certain amount to the exhibition 
authorities for the privilege of holding 
their shows in the exhibition grounds 
and no money Is paid those promoters 
to add their attractions to the exhi- 
bition, Iam not justifying the midway 
but I want to correct the statement 
that grants from the Dominion treas- 
ury are paid to midway promoters. 
Neither do we pay for flying machines 
out of those grants; that expense is 
met out of other funds. Understand- 
ing these agricultural conditions as I 
do it would be a mistake to reduce 
the grants made to them. In fact, 
I think the grants are far too small. 
There might be some room for argu- 
ment as to how much benefit these 
fairs are in a general way to agricul- 
ture, but we want to discuss this mat- 
ter from the point of view of better- 
ing agriculture. To my mind agricul- 
ture has been largely benefitted by 
these exhibitions, 

“Tt certainly does promote the breed- 
ing of better live stock by the neigh- 
bor of a farmer who is able to show 
good stock and gain prizes, for natur- 
ally that neighbor wants to be able to 
equal if not surpass his friend's re- 
cord, I want to leave that idea with 
hon. members, that we are not paying 
these exhibition grants out in any 
foolish way. I am thoroughly famil- 
jar with what is dont at Edmonton 
and other places, and I do not want 
any misunderstanding to prevail as 
to how the money is used, If the hon. 
member from Saltcoats knows that 
these grants are improperly used in 
certain places, I have no fault to find 
with him for calling attention to such 
misuse, but if he would come to Ed- 
monton he would find that we devote 
these grants exclusively to the fur- 
therance of agriculture.”
